In the MADONNA DI SAN SISTO, RAPHAEL 
reached the very summit of his genius. His life must 
have been favoured in the highest degree, and the 
happiest circumstances must have combined together, 
to enable him to produce this masterpiece, to bring 
forth from his innermost soul such a grand embo- 
diment of the human and the godlike. 

The Benedictine monks of S. SISTO AT PIA- 
CENZA became the fortunate possessors, having 
ordered from RAPHAEL an altar-piece representing 
the MADONNA, with POPE SIXTUS and ST. 
BARBARA. 

The picture was painted about the year 1515. 
Formerly it was ascribed to the years 1518 — 19, just 
before Raphael's death the idea being too readily 
accepted that this, the finest of his Madonna creations, 
was also the last. This however was not so. There 
is no doubt whatever that the whole the painting was 
done by his own hand, in spite of the fact that at that 
time, he had such innumerable orders from the Pope and

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others, that he was obliged to let many of his ideas 
be carried out by his pupils. The colours in this 
Madonna painting were put on with such soft and 
broad touches, that the picture placed against the 
light, appears to be transparent. The Madonna is 
not, as in other pictures of Raphael, throned and 
surrounded by saints, with the boy Jesus on the lap: 
but, as if contemplated in a vision, she issues from 
the background of the heavens surrounded by innu- 
merable angels' heads. The curtains drawn back on 
both sides express the Master's idea of representing 
a heavenly vision suddenly breaking upon the earth. 

The Virgin wears the usual blue mantle and red 
undergarments, a luminous veil spread out by the 
wind, falling from the head to the shoulders. The 
large eyes look straight forward with a wonderful 
expression of innocence and majesty; in her arms 
she holds the Saviour in the form of a child, not 
pressing him with motherly tenderness to the heart, 
but holding him up to the gaze of humanity. From 
his eyes shines forth the godly nature, pure and great, 
the body with all its weakness having nothing in 
common with a child's helplessness. To the right of 
the Madonna kneels the aged Pope clothed in gold 
brocade, his tiara beside him on the balustrade which 
divides the heavenly from the earthly; his gaze being 
directed" to the Blessed Virgin in supplication. 
St. Barbara seems lost in prayer: leaning on the 
balustrade are two lovely cherubs whose artless gace 
gives an indiscribable finishing touch to this grand 
masterpiece. The Madonna di S. Sisto was already 
admired in Raphael's lifetime by the Italians, as a 
work unique and unsurpassed. The Black Friars 
of S. Sisto kept it above their altar till the middle 
of the last century as the most precious gem of their 
monastery. 

At that time the art-loving AUGUST III., Elector 
of Saxony formed the plan of augmenting the Dresden

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Gallery, already a considerable collection under August 
the Strong; and his minister Count Briihl was so for- 
tunate in the choice of a negotiator, that whole pri- 
vate galleries in Italy and elsewhere were bought 
and added to the one in Dresden, this collection 
very soon putting all others in Germany quite into 
the shade. Raphael's far-famed Madonna was bought 
from the Benedictine monks of S. Sisto in 1753, for 
the, at that time, high price of Mark 180000, anb 
remains to-day the gem of the collection. The monks 
contented themselves with a copy which is still to 
1)0 seen in their monastery. The Italians very naturally 
envy Germany deeply the possession of this priceless 
picture; the mission however of this noble creation, 
the quickening and raising of men's souls, is no doubt 
as fully accomplished in its present position, as it 
would be if hanging over the altar of the Monastery 
of S. Histo.
